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SONORA’S RESOU RCES. 
Consul W illard Gives Some Interesting 
F acts an d F igures. 
[Special to the B eoord-Un iq n.] 
W a s h in g t o n , October 24th. — Consul 
Willard sends an interesting report to the 
State Department o d the “Commerce of 
Guaymas” [Sonora): 
“The population of SoDora, according to 
the last census,” he says, "is placed at 150,­ 
000, one-fourih of which are Indians (com­ 
posing the tribes of the Yuqui, Mayo, Opa­ 
tas aud Punas), most of whom live in vil­ 
lages and cultivate the Boil. Tbe foreign 
residents are estimated at a little over 2,000, 
of whom fully half are American citizens, 
engaged almost exclusively id mining pur­ 
suits. The number of Chinese has in­ 
creased during the year; the whole num­ 
ber in the State will not exceed 1 per cent., 
variously employed, but principally in 
manufacturing shoes and coarse clothing. 
At this port there are two shoe factories, 
that employ over 100 Chinamen; none as 
yet have been brought here as Held laborers 
or as workmen in mines. 
“The experiment of importing Chinese to 
work íd the mines is being tried in the a d ­ 
joining State of Sinaloa, and, 1 a m in­ 
formed, with partial success, as they can 
be used on outside workings, but not un­ 
derground. I am satisfied, by the list of 
arrivals of Chinamen at the Captain of the 
Port's office, that none have arrived with 
the object of making this district a “step­ 
ping-stone” to enter the United States. The 
surplus arrivals over departures are ac­ 
counted for bv the additional workmen 
employed at the shoe factories. 
“Chinese emigration is looked upon by 
the people generally with disfavor, and 
would be manifested in a positive manner 
if a large number were brought here to 
compete, as laborers, withe tbe natives of 
the country. There is a scarcity of laborers 
complained of throughout the country- 
on the ranchos, or farms, and at the mines 
—but whether this want can be remedied 
by the importing of Chinamen, is some­ 
thing that the future will determine 
“The war with the Yaqui Indians, who 
inhabit the valley of that name sixty miles 
from this port, is about terminated, and 
eflorts will be made the coming year to 
colonize the lands of that valley. On the 
frontier of the district and Arizona (United 
Stales), there exists a good understanding 
with the authorities on both sides of the 
boundary line, no qnestions of an interna­ 
tional character existing. ' 
“The orange crop this year is in excess of 
last year's crop, and the number of boxes 
exported approximates 20,000, each box 
containing from 100 to 250 oranges. They 
are sent by rail to the United States, prin­ 
cipally to Chicago and Denver. Tha fruit, 
as mentioned in last year’s report, com­ 
mences to ripeD in November, and is pur­ 
chased on the tree by fruit dealers in the 
United States through their agents sent 
here, who pick, pack and ship them. The 
price this year for oranges thus sold varied 
from $6 to $8 (Mexican silver) per thou­ 
sand. 
“Grapes are grown, but no wine or rais­ 
ins are made for export. The same can be 
said of olives, lemons and figs that are 
grown for home consumption only, 
although the soil and climate are favorable 
for their cultivation. 
“During the past yeai several new min­ 
ing companies have been formed to work 
gold and silver mines in the State (organ­ 
ized in England and the United States), 
and investments amounting to over $1,500,­ 
000, have been made. The amount of sil­ 
ver and gold ores exported during the past 
year is estimated to be over 5,000 tons, the 
greater part of which was shipped by rail 
to smelting and refining works in the 
United States. During the year two con­ 
cessions have been granted by the State 
Government for the establishment of 
smelting works in Sonora, with certain 
privileges and exemption of State taxes for 
a term of years. This was at the time 
when duties on lead contained in silver 
and gold ores were being discussed in the 
United States; but, as this question is con­ 
sidered in a measure settled (lead in the 
ores of silver and gold not being dutiable, 
when tbe value of the lead in said ore is 
less in value than the gold and silver con­ 
tained in them), the interest in the erection 
of these smeltiDg and refining works has 
subsided, and they have not been con­ 
structed. 
“There are no sm eltiD g and refining es­ 
tablishments in Sonora, where ores are 
purchased, or where small mine-owners 
can have their ores worked. This circum­ 
stance obliges them to either work the ores 
themselves or ship them out of the coun­ 
try for that purpose. 
“No copper mines are worked in Sonora, 
owing to the low price of that metal, aud 
the owners of mines of that class have sus­ 
pended all work on them. Veins of iron, 
antimony, and lead, which exist, remain 
undeveloped. 
“During the year cinnabar was discovered 
about 150 miles from Guay mas, in the di­ 
rection of I’res, and ore has been found 
yielding 30 and 50 per cent. These de­ 
posits are being prospected, and, I am in­ 
formed, have been bonded to an English 
company. The owners have, by a crude 
process, extracted twenty flasks of quick­ 
silver Irom the ore. These deposits of 
cinnabar are the first that have been dis­ 
covered or worked in this Consular dis­ 
trict."The only line of steamers between this 
port utid the United States (or of any for­ 
eign country) is the Pacific Coast Steamship 
Come, one steamer, the Newbern, of 677 74 
tons, making monthly voyages from San 
Francisco to Guaymas, touching at the in­ 
termediate ports of Ensenada, Magdalena 
Bay, San Jose del Cabo, and La Paz (or the 
peninsula of Lower California), Mazatlan 
(State of Sinaloa), and Guaymas (State of 
Sonora), both going and returning. This 
steamer has no subsidy from the Mexican 
Government, but carries the mail free and 
the officials of the Government at half-rates 
of passage. The sailing vessels are few, 
and bring, as a rule, cargoes of lumber from 
Oregon and California, and their return car­ 
goes are phosphates and gypsum from the 
islands of the Gulf of California. 
“The Mexican Government,asan induce­ 
ment for their vessels to engage in foreign 
trade, gives a 2 per cent, rebate on the 
duties of goods brought from foreign ports 
under the Mexican flag. 
“It is satisfactory to note that there has 
been no decrease in the trade with the 
United States. The imports of the United 
States exceed those of all other nations, 
and now take the place of those occupied 
by Europe fifteen years ago. The commer­ 
cial facilities of direct railway connection 
has, to some extent, brought about this 
change. To quote from my last year's re­ 
port, what is greatly needed to increase 
our commercial intercourse with Mexico is 
a modification of the many formalities 
that hamper the importation of foreign 
goods under the Mexican Custom-house 
regulations now in foice. We have ‘no 
treaty ol commerce and navigation’ with 
Mexico, and, if it was possible to celebrate 
one on the principle of a freer and more 
generous trade intercourse than now ex­ 
ists, the resuits, no doubt, would be mu­ 
tually beneficial to tbe commercial inter­ 
ests of both countries.”

neeiing Bureau of the Navy Department is 
about to undertake an exhaustive set of ex­ 
periments upon the boilers of the torpedo 
boat Cushing. This speedy boat is fitted 
with Tborney-croft boilers of English de­ 
sign, and it is intended to find their value 
as compared with the American tubular 
aDd sectional boilers in points of economy, 
efficiency and durability. 


N IC K E L GOES U P. 
T he R ecen t G overnm ent T ests C aused 
a R ise in P rices. 
W a s h in g t o n , October 24th.—Additional 
results of the recent tests of armor plate at 
A nnapolis are still coming to light. The 
demonstration of the superiority of nickel 
steel alloy, and the immediate appropria­ 
tion byO oD gtessof a million dollars for 
the purchase of a quantity of nickel with 
which to alloy naval steel, has had the 
effect of stimulating the nickel market to 
an unusual degree. 
The Navy Department had hardly begun 
to inquire iuto the amount of nickel on 
the market before it was found that the 
results of the tests bad been seized upon 
abroad with remarkable celerity and that 
there was to be a keen competition in the 
market, already noted for a vigorous and 
steady demand. In addition there was a 
rumor of "corners” that were discomfort­ 
ing to the officials, who expected to get an 
adt quate supply of the metal at fair prices. 
All of the nickel used here has been pro­ 
duced abroad, Canada being the nearest 
source of supply. 
From information coming in an unoffi­ 
cial way to the Department, it appears, 
however, that there is a probability that 
the metal exists in this country in consid­ 
erable quantities. It is asserted that mines 
of great value exist in Virginia, although 
for obvious reasons the persons making the 
assertion refuse to definitely give their lo­ 
cality. One company is organizing to de­ 
velop these mines, so the Navy Depart­ 
ment officials are hopeful that any consid­ 
erable enhancement of the market price of 
nickel will be met aud counteracted by the 
increased supply from domestic sources. 


A LR EA D Y PR O V ID E D FO R. 
C om m unity Seclusion fur S isters on In ­ 
d ian R eservations. 
W a s h in g t o n . October 24th.—Archbishop 
Ireland of St. I’aul, Minn.; Bishop Shanley 
of South Dakota, and Bishop McGoleick of 
Duluth to day had an interview with Sec­ 
retary Noble and Acting Indian Commis­ 
sioner Beil, upon the subject of Indian 
schools in the northwest. 
They requested that the Sisters who had 
been conducting St. Mary’s and St. John's 
schools for girls on the Turtle Mountain 
Reservation, and who were employed as 
Government instructors when those schools 
were discontinued by Commissioner Gor­ 
man, be permitted to preserve their com 
munity seclusion. 
Secretary Noble informed them that the 
Superintendent of Indian Schools had al­ 
ready been instructed to permit the Sisters 
to live apart from the other teachers. 
A m erican A rch itect Institute* 
W a s h in g t o n , October 24’.h.—The Amer­ 
ican Institute of Architects concluded its 
work to day, and will meet next year in 
Boston. 
A resolution was adopted con­ 
curring in the recommendation made by 
Supervising Architect Windrim to Congress 
that hereafter awards for building Govern­ 
ment buildings be made by competition. 
The delegates were later on received at the 
White House by the Presidenr. R. M. 
Hunt of New York was elected President 
for the ensuing year. 
8an F rancisco Fostolfice Site. 
W ash in g to n , October 24th.—Secretary 
Windom, Attorney-General Miller, and 
Postmaster-GeDeral Wanamaker, who are 
specially charged by law with the selection 
cf a suitable site for the public building at 
San Francisco, had a conference on the 
subject at tbe Treasury Department this after­ 
noon. The report of the special agent of the 
Treasury and all other documents bearing 
on the subject were fully considered but 
no conclusion was reached. 
Sequoia P a rk . 
W a s h in g t o n , October 24th.—Regulations 
governing the Sequoia National Park, as 
prepared by the interior Department, are 
similar to those formed for the Yellow­ 
stone Park. The discharge of fire-arms 
within the reservation limits, destruction 
of trees, shrubbery or other natural beau­ 
ties of the park, and sale of intoxicating 
liquors, are strictly prohibited. 
C lev elau d D id n 't M aterialize. 
W a s h in g t o n , October 24th.— A great 
crowd waited oatiently about the Supreme 
Court-room all day to hear ex-President 
Cleveland argue the case of Peake against 
the city of New Orleans. The case went 
over until Monday, however, and Mr. 
Cleveland did not put in an appearance, 
much to the disappointment of the crowd. 
Brazil's Gratitude. 
W a s h in g t o n , October 24th.—The De' 
partment of State is officially advised of 
the departure for New York from Rio de 
Janeiro on the 20th inst. of a Brazilian 
naval division, ordered to return the com­ 
pliments paid to the Brazilian ¡lag by the 
United States. The squadron left in July 
last, bearing a letter and medal for the 
President. 
P ension M oney. 
W a s h in g t o n , October 24th.—The Pension 
Bureau to-day made a requisition upon the 
Treasury Department for $25,000,000 to 
meet the payment of pensions under the 
Act of June 27, 1890, as well as those under 
the old laws for the next two months. 


FRIYT.4 O F PR O T E C T IO N . 
A L arge B rew ers' A ssociation to Use 
-A m erican B arley. 
C hicago, October 24th.—A special from 
N ew York says: Members of the Ale and 
Porter Brewers’ National Associa'ion have 
signed an agreement to charge $11 as the 
minimum price for a hogshead of ale or 
porter of all grades. Members of the asso­ 
ciation spent some time discussing the ad­ 
visability of substituting American for 
Canadian and English barley for malt used 
in brewing ale. It was at least decided to 
do this, and the farmers of the United 
States can thank the pew tariff law for cre­ 
ating a home market for .>0,000,000 bushels 
of barley yearly. A. E. J. Toney, Secretary 
of the Ale and Porter Brewers' National 
Association, said native oariey is almost, 
and in some sections, quite as good as any 
which could be imported.

BOISTEROU S ELEM ENTS. 
F ierce N o rth w esterly G ales A long th e 
A tla n tic S e a b o a rd . 
N e w Y o r k , October 24th.—New York 
was pelted last night and to-day with one 
of the most pitiless storms which it has en­ 
dured in many a day. A fierce north­ 
easterly gale drove a heavy rain in almost 
horizontal sheets, rendering umbrellas of 
little use, and the wind throughout the 
night rattled the signs and shutters till un­ 
broken sleep btcame well nigh impossible. 
This morning stories of damage along 
the coast began to come in, but it is feared 
the worst will not be known until to-mor­ 
row. Along the New Jersey coast the 
wires are reported down and several vessels 
ashore, while others have been driven from 
their course. Very high tides resulted 
from the storm. Several small boats were 
capsized off Long Branch, but the occu­ 
pants were rescued. 
The marine wires that are strung be­ 
tween this city aud Sandy Hook parted 
about midnight, and to-day the members 
of the Maritime Exchange bad to depend 
upon the single wire from the Quarantine 
Station at Staten Island. 
The storm did considerable damage in 
Brooklyn. A four-story brick building in 
course of erection, on Halway street, was 
blown down, and John Lindsay, a passer-by, 
was buried in the ruins. His injuries are 
thought to be fatal. 
SIGNAL SERVICE RErORT. 
W a s h in g t o n , October 24th.—The storm, 
central yesterday morning over North Car­ 
olina, is now south of Long Island, moving 
slowly along the coast. This depression 
has united with that of yesterday morning 
over Lake Superior, and is now attended 
by rains in New England, the Middle and 
Atlantic States and the Lower Lake region. 
These rains have been heavy during the 
night from Eastern Pennsylvania to South­ 
ern New England. Vio.ent northeasterly 
gales continue from the New Jersey coast 
to Cape Cod, and are anticipated to con­ 
tinue along the New England coast. Frosts 
are reported in the Mississippi and Tenn­ 
essee valleys and lower temperature in the 
South Atlantic and East Gulf States, in 
Tennessee and Indiana, also in Missouri 
and Iowa. 
HAVOC NEAR BOSTON. 
B o ston, October 24th.—A most violent 
northeast storm has been prevailing in this 
vicinity all day. At Revere Beach the 
wind and high tide played sad havoc. 
Tbe Wouburn House was lifted from its 
foundation and settled deep in the sand. 
Many other dwellings have been partially 
wrecked. 
Several small vessels were driven ashore, 
but no fatalities have as yet been reported. 
Along the south shore the storm is re­ 
ported the most severe since 1882, and it 
seems increasing in fury to-night. 
THE “ KATRINA” WRECKED. 
L ocust V a l l e y (L. I.), October 24th.—E. 
D Morgan's large steam yacht Katrina, 
bound from Newport, R. I., for New York, 
with the owner and a crew of sixty men 
on board, ran on a rock one hundred yards 
from Matineccck Point, L. I., at 3:30 this 
morning. The vessel filled rapidiy and 
sank. 
Morgan and sil the others on board 
reached Matinecock Point safely. 
Morgan's forty-foot yacht, which was in 
tow of the Katrina, with three sailors on 
board, was cut adrift, and nothing has yet 
been heard from her. 
The accident was due to the heavy storm. 
IN VERMONT. 
B o st o n, October 24th.—The storm is un­ 
usually heavy in Southern Vermont. 
Bratileboro reports two aud a half inches 
of rain, and stili raining. 
GREAT HAVOC. 
A siic r y P o in t (N. J ), October 24th.— 
New Jersey coast towns a/e receiving a full 
share of the severe northeasterly storm. 
The damage to theehore towns from Sandy 
Hook to Barnegat inlet by the storm and 
heavy tides will amount to thousands of 
dollars. The most severe damage was done 
at Monmouth Park. The sea cut a large 
gap into the cliff, and made a clean sweep 
across the driveway thirty feet wide. 
At Seabright the waves dashed up over 
the breakwater and into the basement of 
the hotel. 
All along the Shrewsbury river, on the 
other side of the driveway, the high tide 
has wrought sad havoc. 
Everything in reach was swept away. 
The boat-house, summer houses and sta­ 
bles could all be seen either adrift or stand- 
ingin from eight to ten feet of water. 
The New Jersey Southern road is washed 
out and traffic is suspended. 
AS EAR SOUTH AS VIRGINIA. 
N o r f o l k (Ya.), October 24!h.—A terrific 
southeasterly gale has raged on the Chesa­ 
peake bay. The wind blew at the rate of 
60 miles an hour, lashing the water into 
mountainous waves, wnich were so high 
that they completely washed across the 
new iron pier completed by the Govern­ 
ment last spring. The passengers on the 
steamer Virginia, which was coming down 
the bay, were baiiy frightened when she 
was struck by the storm. The waves 
broke over the vessel’s deck, flooding her 
down stairs saloon and wrecking the pan­ 
try, and jast before she reached Old Point, 
a tremendous wave struck the boat, crush­ 
ing her port wheel-house and shattering 
tbe joiner work on the port side. All the 
passengers had on their life-preservers, and 
frantic men and women begged Captain 
BohaDner to beach the 9teamer. It is be­ 
lieved that the storm and high tide com­ 
bined did considerable damage. It is feared 
that numerous wrecks took place. 
DECREASING SOMEWHAT. 
B a l t im o r e, October 24th.—The great 
storm decreased somewhat in severity to­ 
day. Vessels coming in show signs of hard 
usage. 
STEAMSHIP ASHORE. 
N ew Y o rk . October 24th.—A dispatch 
from Far Rockawav to-night says that a 
large ocean steamship is ashore beyond 
Long Beach. The steamer is reported to 
be a four-masted vessel, and it is thought 
she may be the Obdatn from Rotterdam, 
which was expected in Wednesday. 
MORE DAMAGE TO SHIPPING. 
B oston, October 24th.—Five sloops broke 
from their moorings in Dorcüester bay and 
were blown away to-night. At Scituate 
the wharves were flooded, and Front street 
is under water. Late to-night the wind is 
decreasing.

D ISA STER AT M A R E ISLA N D . 
A sp lialtu in Ignite», an d th e Storehouse 
B u rn ed . 
V a l l e jo , October 24th.—Two sailors went 
down in the basement of the steam 
engineering storehouse at Mare Island 
Navy Y aró about 1:30 o’clock this after­ 
noon to draw a pint of aspbaltum. Oue 
held a light too close to the fluid, and in an 
ins ant the combustible stuff was a sheet of 
flame. 
The basement is used for the storage of 
aspbaltum, machine, and light oils aud 
benzine. 
The sailors hastened to get out and had 
not much time. The tire raged, and, be­ 
fore an alarm could be sounded, the entire 
basement was a vast body of flame and 
smoke. 
The trap doors were shut down, but so 
intense was the fire that it found its way 
up in a short time, and the whole building 
was finally enveloped in tne blackest of 
smoke. 
The clerks in the building had barely 
time to escape. 
The clouds of smoke were seen from the 
Vallejo side before tbe report of the cannon 
told tbe cause. 
The organized Navy Yard Fire Depart­ 
ment was on the gruund almost with the 
alarm of fire, well manned aud with power­ 
ful fire-fighting resources. 
The ferry steamer Ellen took over Vallejo 
fire companies aud a number of steamers 
were soon playing on the flames. 
The basement was flooded, but it took 
fully an hour to coutrol the fire in the 
upper story. 
Chief Engineer Moore and Chief Clerk 
Hatheway had narrow escapes from suf­ 
focation. The fire was right under their 
office and filled it with smoke in an in­ 
stant. ¡They stopped to gatherjup tbe most 
valuable papers and were stopped by the 
flames and smoke from leaving by the 
stairway. 
The Chief, therefore, had to 
break a window out witb his hand, which 
was very badly cut, aud wait for a ladder 
to be raised for their rescue. 
As officers are not allowed to take 
trunks on board ship, there was an apart­ 
ment in the storehouse for their storage. 
There were hundreds of these trunks 
housed here for different persons. Pay­ 
master Redfield had at least a hundred 
boxes of household goods besides a tine 
piano. 
Paymaster Ducans' family had 
their effects here also. Chief Engineer 
Montgomery Fletcher had a hundred boxes 
of stuff. All these things were saturated 
with water a“d greatly injured, if not de­ 
stroyed. 
The value of the stores in the storehouse 
was in all probability a million dollars. 
The loss may reach a hundred thousand. 
All flags for the navy and the new one 
for the 8an Francisco were thrown out into 
mud and water. 
The offices were soaked, and valuable 
drawings and maps which have been accu­ 
mulating for years were entirely ruined 


STA G E-K O BBF.K CUM M INGS. 
H e G ets Oft W ith a S entence of Ten 
Y ears’ Im p riso n m en t. 
S a n F r a n c is c o, October 24th.—The case 
of Oeorge W. Cummings, the youthful 
stage-robher, who stopped the Willets and 
Ukiah stage a few weeks ago, fired a shot 
at the driver and compelled him to throw 
out the express box and mail pjuch, was 
called for trial in the United States District 
Court this morning, and on motion of 
Carroll Cook, attorney for defendant, the 
plea of not guil'y was withdrawn and a 
plea of guilty entered in the third count of 
the indictment, which charged Cummings 
with the robbery of the mails. By consent 
of United States District Attorney a nolle 
prosequi was entered in the first two counts, 
otherwise Cummings would have received 
life imprisonment, as his confession to 
Postoffice Inspector Irwin that he fired a 
shot at the driver placed him in a bad 
position. 
Before passing sentence attorney Cook 
made the plea for the defendant that five 
years imprisonment would be sufficient, 
but Judge Hoffman did not take that view 
of it and sentenced the prisoner to serve 
ten years imprisonment in San Quentin at 
hard labor. 
By good conduct Cummings can reduce 
his term of imprisonment to four years. 


IN A T Y PH O O N . 
T h ree V essels su n k in Ja p a n e se W aters— 
D etails. 
S a n F r a n c isc o, October 24th.—The Pa­ 
cific Mail steamer City of Sydney, which 
arrived this morning from China and 
Japan, brought the details of the wrecks of 
the Musashi-maru and the Yorinobu-maru, 
a mention of which was made on the ar­ 
rival of the last China steamer. The loss 
of life in both cases is even greater than at 
first reported. On the Musashi-maru, out 
of a crew of sixty-six officers, a Japanese 
Quartermaster was the only survivor left 
to teil the awful tale of shipwreck.

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FROM TITiCiCá TO THR SEA. 


CROSBIHOTHE ANDES BY.THE HIGHEST 
RAILROAD IN THE WORLD. 


Delights of Traveling Above the Clouds 
—The Great Desert of 
Islay—Ete. 


[From Rmokd-Unios’s Special Correspondent] 
XXXIII. 
Mollehdo (Peru), August, 1890. 
From Lake Titicaca to the sea is a rail­ 
road journey of 325 miles, all in Peru, 
over the Andes and across a desert. Start, 
ing at an elevation of 12,500 feet, the road 
rises by g ra d u a l ascent to the extraordi­ 
nary altitude of 14,000 feet, the highest 
that wheels turned by steam have ever at­ 
tained. This is at a point called Crucero 
Alto, about midway between Puno and 
Arequipa, and by the way, some of the 
recent books on South America confound 
Crucero Alto witli the pass in Bolivia 
known as Alto del Crucero. The latter is 
more than 10,000 feet high and many 
miles farther inland on another range of 
the Andes not crossed by any railroad, but 
by the solitary mule-trail which we tra­ 
versed some months ago, going from La 
Paz to the Yungas valley. 
This Puno and Moliendo Railway was 
built for the Peruvian Government about 
fourteen years ago by Henry Meiggs, and 
it cost more than $45,000,000 for the 325 
miles, or the enormous average of §130,000 
per m ile! But railroad building in the 
Andes is by no means what the same thing 
might be in the United States. This is 
really a wonderful work and though it 
has few tunnels no railway in the world 
can show so much excavating or such 
massive embankments. There is another 
Peruvian railroad, called the Oroya, also 
built by Meiggs, leading from Lima up to 
the mines of Cerro del Pasco and thence 
projected to the head waters of the Ama­ 
zon, designed to connect with that great 
lluvial highway and thus make transit to 
the Atlantic shorter and cheaper than by 
the old routes—which, at some points, will 
be even higher than this one. 
While John Thorndyke, late of Boston, 
was manager of the Puno and Moliendo 
road, its affairs were conducted strictly on 
the American plan; but since this rail­ 
way, in common with all others in Peru, 
now comes under the celebrated “Grnce- 
Dononehmore contract,” the leaders being 
the well-known banker and ex-Mayor of 
Xew York city and Lord Dononghmore, of 
London, backed by plenty of English and 
United States capital, its business is man­ 
aged by an odd but politic mixture of meth­ 
ods, notably North American, South 
American, Peruvian and English. 
Its 
present Superintendent, Victor H. Mac- 
Cord, formerly from San Francisco, is a 
typical Westerner, combining the most cor­ 
dial courtesy with great business energy. 
He has experienced some strange “ups and 
downs” in his connection with this rail­ 
road, which serve as a sample of what 
most foreigners may expect who have the 
boldness to engage in business in many por­ 
tions of this revolution-ridden continent. 
Coming here first as a telegraph operator, 
Mr. MacCord soon worked his way up to 
the superintendency of the road. Then 
came on the war between Peru and Chile; 
and it happened one day, by some accident 
wholly unforseen, that an engine on its 
way to Mellendo was seized and “run in” 
by the Chileans, who seem to have made it 
a point during that short but sanguinary 
struggle to steal everything they could lay 
hands on, even to locomotives under full 
steam. Though in no way to blame for the 
occurrence, Mr. MacCord was held directly 
responsible by the local authorities of Are­ 
quipa, that city, which has always been 
the headquarters of the railway manage­ 
ment, being then under military rule. He 
was at once arrested and without a hearing 
of any sort imprisoned in a gloomy dun­ 
geon of the quartel, which had not so much 
as a chair or bed, nothing but the bare, 
damp walls. Neither food nor water was 
supplied to him, and his repeated demands 
for a trial, or at least the chance to make a 
statement in his own behalf, were answered 
by counter-demands for a large amount of 
money. The latter not being forthcoming, 
he was led out one night without a mo­ 
ment’s warning, ostensibly to be shot, and 
told to prepare for instant death. 
Probablv it was not intended to kill 
him, merely to terrify him info enriching 
the impecunious local Jefe Politico Fail­ 
ing in this, after he had been placed in 
position and the soldiers had raised their 
rifles to fire, knowing that nothing could 
be gained by his death and possibly some­ 
thing might be wrung out of him if he 
were allowed to live, the half-drunken 
officer remanded him back to prison. 
Friends brought him food and finally 
raised the sum to £10,000 for his release, 
which they paid over to the .Jefe, who cer­ 
tainly had no right to it beyond that of 
temporary military power, and the illegally 
imprisoned gentleman was set at liberty. 
A few months ago Mr. MacCord was 
again made superintendent of this same 
road to the Satisfaction of all concerned; 
and affairs are now going on as smoothly 
as anything can be expected to in Peru. 
A few miles from Crucero Alto is Vin- 
cocaya, the very loftiest village in all the 
world, unless it may be some of those in 
Central Asia, 14,360 feet above the sea. It 
is higher than the celebrated mines of 
Cerro del Pasco, higher even than famous 
Potosi; higher than Quito, Ecuador or 
Leadville, Colorado; nearly twice as high 
as the Alpine Hospice of Saint Bernard, 
and if one were to put Mount Washington 
on top of the present one. its summit 
wouid still be almost 2,000 feet lower 
down than Vincocaya ! This Andean vil­ 
lage is purely a creation of the railroad 
and boasts of all the adjuncts of a relay 
and repairing station, as well as a so-called 
American inn, El Hotel Expresa. 
Why 
“American” I do not know, as the land­ 
lord and his wife are rosy-cheeked, hardv- 
looking Germans; and hardy indeed one 
needs to be to live so near the stars. Pro­ 
fessor Orton, of Vassar College, was 
obliged to pass a night here, and, accus­ 
tomed as he was to the mountain air from 
his life in Quito, wrote that he could not 
sleep at all, but sj>ent the time panting for 
breath. 
Long before we arrived at Vincocaya, 
coming from either end of the line, nearly 
everybody is suffering from sirroche, in 
greater or less degree. Strange to say, 
frequent passing over the same hights does 
not exempt one from the distressing com­ 
plaint, and the strongest and healthiest 
seem to be more prostrated by it than the 
sickly, with the exception of one of our 
immediate party, a consumptive younar 
Chilean, traveling to prolong his span of 
life, whose sunken chest heaves painfully 
in the effort of respiration, and whose pale 
face has taken on a ghastly grayish blue. 
"Pooi little I'., whose heart is easily dis­ 
turbed from its regular work, lies helpless 
among the rugs and furs, with purple face 
and icy extremities. Several passengers 
are relieved by a copious flow of blood 
from the nose; and a jolly Englishman 
from Arequipa, who weighs nearly 300 
pounds, and says he was never ill in his 
life except when passing over this road, 
has turned the color of a boiled lobster, 
and, gasping with suffocation, holds his 
head with both hands, declaring that it is 
about to burst. 
The remedies commonly made use of are 
brandy and bromide of potassi, assisted by 
various smelling salts and the odor of raw 
onidns. The natives believe so implicitly 
in the latter preventive that not one of 
them will travel in the higher altitudes 
without a generous supply, which he cuts 
and sniffs at leisure, though it be strong 
enough to draw tears from the eves of a 
graveu image. When mules and horses 
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are prostrated with, sirroche, ti» usual ( 
cure is to stuff slices of raw Onions up me 
creatures’ nostrils. Many people cannot 
make this journey at all, especially those 
of exceptionally “full habit,’ or who have 
any chronic heart trouble. 1 have known 
more than one person to set out bravely 
for Bolivia who was obliged to give it up 
before the highest point on the road was 
reached. If fresh from an ocean voyage, 
or after long residence near the level of 
the sea, the safer way would be to tarry 
awhile midway, say at Arequipa, which 
has an altitude a little less than 8,000 feet, 
in order to accustom one’s self by degrees 
to the oxygenless gas. 
_ 
The traveler on this railway is con­ 
stantly reminded of that celebrated paint­ 
ing called “The Heart of the Andes,” and 
realizes that he has found the very spot. 
It is always bitterly cold on the mountain 
tops, and when, at Vincocaya, we pick our 
wav from the car to the Hotel Empress for 
luncheon, in a driving storm of sleet and 
snow, we console ourselves with the knowl­ 
edge that a few hours more will bring us 
down into a region of perpetual summer­ 
time, to the ever-blooming roses and soft, 
warm sunshine of old Arequipa, the Inca 
‘ Place of Rest.” Far as the eye can reach, 
the soil of the higher altitudes looks like 
a vast bog, covered with patches of snow, 
and short, coarse grass growing in bunches. 
As the storm increases to a raging blizzard, 
whitening all the landscape in a few mo­ 
ments, the domesticated llamas and alpacas 
run to their corrals for protection, while 
guanacos, vicunas, and other wild creatures 
huddle together to keep warm, or skurry 
away to sheltered gorges known only to 
themselves. 
Undoubtedly those “four 
sheep of the Andes” belong to the same 
family, the alpaca being a cross between 
the llama and the sheep, and the guanacos 
between the vicuna and the llama. 
In some parts of Peru, Bolivia and Chile 
guanacos are as common as goats in Switz­ 
erland. The animal’s body is somewhat of 
the greyhound bit'Id, being very narrow in 
the loins but deep in the chest. It is cov­ 
ered with long hair, exceedingly soft and 
fine, pale yellow, shading to white under­ 
neath ; combined with the strength and 
endurance of the llama, it has all the 
characteristics of the North American 
deer, being as graceful, and fleet-footed, and 
its flesh is much like that of the antelope. 
Their skins, like those of the vicuna, com­ 
mand a high price in Europe, where they 
are in great demand for carriage robes, 
cloak linings, etc. 
_ 
In their wild state, the animals roam in 
flocks, and one of the herd always stands 
on guard. If danger threatens he gives 
the alarm by stamping his feet, and swift 
indeed must the pursuer be who can over­ 
take them. They abound in great num­ 
bers in the less thickly settled portions of 
Southern Chile, and that part of the Ar­ 
gentine Republic which used to be Patago­ 
nia, where they furnish the principal sport 
of the people. Every humter who can 
afford it keeps a pack of dogs trained espe­ 
cially for this chase. The men “stalk” the 
game with greatest care, and sometimes get 
near enough for a shot with their rifles; 
but it oftener happens that the timid 
creatures decline so close an acquaintance 
with their natural enemy, man. If a gua­ 
naco is found grazing singly on the plain, 
the chance of getting him is very small; 
but when the herd is pursued, each ani­ 
mal tries to crowd himself into the center 
for greater safety, thus considerably re­ 
tarding their speed by the confusion that 
ensues. It is amusing to note how well 
the dogs understand this trick, and while 
crazy to pursue a flock, they look with in­ 
difference upon the solitary guanaco or 
vicuna. 
W hat is known as a “bezoar stone” is oc­ 
casionally found in the stomach of one of 
these animals, and to possess it is consid­ 
ered the greatest kind of good fortune, its 
magical virtues exempting the lucky indi­ 
vidual who carries it in his pocket from 
most of the ills to which flesh is heir. 
Alpaca and vicuna wool closely resemble 
one another, both being very fine and val­ 
uable. Large quantities of it are exported 
to Engiand, and little goes to the United 
States. The coarser wool of the llama is 
from six to eight inches long, and a single 
fleece often weighs as much .is twelve 
pounds; but it is seldom sheared, the ani­ 
mal being most valuable as a beast of bur­ 
den in altitudes where horses and mules 
are useless. 
Not a great way from Vincocaya the 
road passes between two brackish lakes,both 
higher up than Titicaca, named respect­ 
ively Saracocha and Cachipascana. They 
are splendid liodies of water, blackened at 
all times of year by wild duck and other 
fowl; but whether they are navigable or 
not nobody knows, nor is it a matter of 
much consequence in this uninhabited re­ 
gion. For miles we run along the banks of 
a river fed from the clouds, where droves 
of laden llamas, driven by Indians, are as 
much a feature of the landscape as camels 
in Arabia. Though a long stretch of this 
“land of the sky” is exceptionally rich in 
water and pasturage (for Peru, where the 
face of the earth is mostly covered with 
dry sand), the cold prevents anybody from 
living here. Away up where nothing 
grows, many fantastically-shaped rocks are 
seen, as if the Titans of the Andes had 
their halls of statuary in these solitudes. 
As we slowly descend to lesser hights, 
the great mountain, "Misti,” which stands 
behind Arequipia,seems to come hospitably 
forth to meet us. Though only 18,650 
feet high, this inactive valcano is one of 
the most beautiful in all South America, 
being a cone of perfect regularity, crowned 
with snow during most of the year, while 
eternal summer reigns at its feet. Close 
by Misti, apparently, but in reality sepa­ 
rated from it about seventy miles by the 
plains of La Joya, is another Fnow-topped i 
sentinel called Coropuna, nearly 23,000' 
feet high. Then there is Charchani, a 
little north of Misti, about 19,000 feet 
high; Pichupicha, to the southward, 
17,800 feet, and El Ubinas, only 16,000 
feet, whose latest eruption occurred late in 
the sixteenth century. 
But Misti is grandest of all, though 5,000 
feet nearer to earthly things than Coro­ 
puna, probably because the beauty of its 
cone is not detracted from by too near 
neighbors. Many wild tales are connected 
with this mountain, some of them an out­ 
growth of Indian superstitions. 
The 
Aymaras and Quinchuas, who come down 
from Puno and above to Arequipa, if com­ 
pelled by business to remain a few days in 
the lower altitudes, which affect them as 
unpleasantly as the hights do us, invari­ 
ably go with their llamas away up into 
the" wild recesses of Misti to “rest them­ 
selves,” as they say, and also to perform 
some unknown religions ceremonies. 
Not a great while ago, two young Eng­ 
lishmen, residing in Arequipa, undertook 
to explore Misti, actuated purely by a spirit 
of adventure, and also to discover a possi­ 
ble trail which might be followed to the 
other side and thus save the customary 
wide detour. The oldest was a man of 28 
years, the other a lad of 17. Well equipped 
they set out gaily, with no thought of the 
fate that awaited" them. Failing to return 
in course of time, a party went forth to 
look for them. After a weary search the 
bodies of the two were found, the elder in 
a crouching attitude, with his back against 
a rock: and the boy, who had evidently 
committed suicide, lying at the foot of 
a near-by precipice. 
From scraps of 
writing in 
their note-Dooks, it was 
learned they 
lived at 
least three 
days without "food or water, having lost 
their way on the far side of the 
great mountain, and traveled round and 
round in its trackless snows. The man 
died first, from cold, exposure and starva­ 
tion ; but youth is hard to kill, and the 
lad, crazed * by the awful silence and the 
loss of his companion, paced to and fro be­ 
side the corpse another long night, and at 
last, in his despair, had thrown himself 
over the precipice. 
At Arequipa (pronounced Are-i-keep- j 
aha), one of the oidest and most interest­ 
ing cities in Peru—to which we shall re­ 
turn later on—the traveler must stop over 
night, having arrived aouai, a u x ou me 


day he leaves Puno, and taking the same 
trSÍD next jfiorning for Moliendo. Along 
the“ side of 'the tfack, for a distance of 
more than eighty-five miles, rUrd an 8-inch 
iron pipe; for the piirpósé 6Í Supplying 
water to Moliendo and the intervening 
stations, there being none near the coast. 
Coming from springs in the mountains 
near Arequipa, 7,000 feet above the sea 
and extending to the Pacific, it is the 
longest aqueduct in the world, and is capa­ 
ble of discharging 430,000 gallons of water 
during every twenty-four hours. 
From Arequipa to the ocean is 107 
miles, and most of the route lies across the 
hot and lifeless desert of Islay. After de­ 
scending the shoreward range of the 
Andes, the train zig-zags rapidly down the 
barren foothills to the great desert, which 
it crosses with a directness in marked con­ 
trast to its tortuous course among the 
hights, and finally reaches the shore, 
where it winds for a long distance close to 
its edge before coming to the present port. 
In its narrowest place the desert is about 
sixty miles across, and before the day of 
the "railroad the journey had to be made on 
donkey-back. Then it was customary to 
cross it in the night to avoid the heat and 
glare of the sun, which must have been in­ 
tolerable, judging from the accounts ol 
travelers. One who crossed in this manner 
but failed to reach Arequipa before sun­ 
rise, says that “about 5 o’clock a clear 
whiteness appeared in the sky. the stars 
paled their luster, and the day began to 
break. Soo i a ruddy orange tint spread 
over the soil of the pampa, now become 
firm and compact. In a lew minutes the 
disk of the sun appeared above the hori­ 
zon, and as we marched full in front of the 
god of day we found ourselves in the midst 
of a luminous torrent which so dazzled 
and incommoded us that to escape from 
the new torture we doubled ourselves up 
like hedge-hogs. This inconvenient post­ 
ure rendered us unjust to the claims of the 
rising sun. Instead of welcoming his ap­ 
pearance we were inclined to wish he had 
remained out of sight; and it was not un­ 
til 9 o’clock that the sun, now high above 
the horizon, permitted us to raise our 
heads.” 
Of course we in the cars suffered little of 
this, though nearly suffocated by the dust; 
but I can never forget the aspect of the 
country with the glare of the sun upon it 
—one vast waste of sands and stones, hills 
bare of all but cactus, 
measureless 
stretches of sand that took like the shore 
of the sea from which the waves have re­ 
ceded—and in truth the entire section 
was once part of the ocean floor, from 
which the waves receded ages ago. All 
the tints of the landscape are pale in 
tone—sea-green, silver gray, amethyst, 
and faintest blue. There are no trees, 
nor 
even 
bushes, except in those 
infrequent spots where fertility has been 
produced by irrigation; and wherever 
the tanks that are placed at regular 
intervals to supply the locomotives with 
water, fed from the long aqueduct, have 
leaked or dripped into the ankle-deep dust, 
grass grows luxuriantly, indicating what 
the result might be, even in this desert, 
under a judicious system of irrigation. 
There are many peculiar mounds of sand, 
white as snow, all blown into semi-circular 
shapes like huge crescent moons, showing 
the direction and force of the prevailing 
winds. But for most of the distance not a 
lining thing is to be seen, except at the 
few stations, where bedraggled women, 
dusty as their surroundings, come on 
board with peaches to sell—tolerably fair- 
looking fruit, but hard as the rocky hills, 
and tasteless as the sands in which they 
grew.

How Ooe C ongressm an Talks. 
The inability of a Congressman to live 
upon his salary at Washington, a state of 
things seemingly surprising to a great 
number of inex^rienced persons, says 
the Chicago Post, was being explained hv 
Frank Lawler to a group of friends in the 
rotunda of the Palmer House. “I know 
that you think a man of my temperate 
habits" ought to be able to live comfortably 
and lay something aside on a salary of 
£5,000,” he said, “but just the same he 
can do nothing of the kind. That is, if 
he expects to exercise any influence. 
Without influence a Congressman is not 
only an object of pity to his friends, but 
practically useless to his district. And to 
obtain and maintain influence, let me tell 
you, requires a man to keep his end up. 
And to keep his end up, permit me to add, 
costs money. It’s all well enough for a 
member of Congress to go to Washington 
with the firm resolve to transact his pub­ 
lic business as he would dispatch the 
duties of a Sunday school; but it don’t 
work. A Congressman has got to stand in 
with his fellows, has got to rub shoulders 
with them, has got to partake of their 
hospitality when they invite him and has 
got to return that "hospitality promptly 
and equitably. If he doesn’t he isn’t 
known, and when the time comes for him 
to engineer through Congress a bill 
strictly local in its application and of no 
possible interest to members from other 
districts, that member goes among his 
fellows in the House and seeks their sup­ 
port with the same feelings and the same 
chances of success he would have in seek­ 
ing favors from total strangers. And 
such a member is of no use to his con­ 
stituents. He must keep his end up if he 
would accomplish all that lies in his 
power, and to do that costs fully as much 
as he gets—unless his genius be resplen­ 
dent and awe-inspiring. And my observa­ 
tion tells me that such a genius doesn’t 
seem to take to the atmosphere of Wash­ 
ington.”

FBOG SHIN GRAFTED WHEBE THE HU­ 
MAN CUTICLE WAS, 
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Terrific Experience* of W esley Keller, 
Who Fell Into a Vat—Livirg and 
Getting Along Nicely.

Wesley Kellar will return to work to­ 
morrow. 
This little notice may nfft interest the 
general public much, but to 5\ es. Keller 
and his friends it means much. IV ednes- 
dav, July 30tb, Kellar fell into the steam 
vat of the Indianapolis Veneer Works, 
where he had been working, and was so 
severely scalded that for a long time his 
life was despaired of. 
The injured man was taken to his home, 
and Dr. Ralph St. J. Perry, the company’s 
surgeon, called. The doctor found that 
Kellar was scalded from the soles of his 
feet to the middle of his chest, and that 
one arm was also blistered to the shoulder. 
Huge blisters puffed up all over the man’s 
body, and the fluid which had exuded 
from the flesh to fill them had been cooked 
to a jelly. In removing his clothes great 
strips of" the outside or scarf skin came off, 
leaving exposed the true skin underneath 
cooked until it looked like a parboiled lob­ 
ster. His toes and ankles were so blistered 
and swollen as to lose nearly all resem­ 
blance to human members. Only a few 
moments were required to show the hope­ 
lessness of the man’s condition, and the 
surgeon gave a most emphatic opinion that 
he could not live through the day. 
“There is perhaps one chance in a thou­ 
sand of saving him,” hesaid. Already the 
man was rapidly losing strength, his pulse 
could hardly be felt, his body temperature 
had dropped far below normal, and he lay 
in a stupor. W hat little spark of life was 
left in the once strong taan was flickering 
and sputtering, almost ready to go out; one 
little puft and all would be over. How­ 
ever, the surgeon felt in duty bound to do 
his best. Stimulants were given and medi­ 
cines to relieve the pain administered. He 
was greased front top to toe with a mix­ 
ture of linseed oil and lime water and 
wrapped up iu cotton wadding from which 
all possible impurities and disease germs 
had been removed by chemicals. Thus 
swathed he was left to the care of his 
nurses for a few hours. 
For two days and nights the case hung 
without loss or gain, no reaction from the 
shock, no iever or any indication whereon 
hopes might be raised; nothing had been 
eaten to sustain the failing strength, and 
nothing drunk but a teaspoonful of brandy 
every few hours. During the afterucon of 
the second day there arose a swelling of 
the membranes of the throat which threat­ 
ened to close up the air passages and so 
suffocate the patient. The surgeon was 
hastily summoned, and after several hours 
of faithful treatment and watching suc­ 
ceeded in carrying his patient beyond the 
danger point. The next morning the tem­ 
perature rose, a slight fever came on and 
hopes rose correspondingly. He mani­ 
fested some appetite, and, against the pre­ 
tests of his family, ate a piece of pie and 
drank some coffee. When the surgeon 
was told aliout the pie, he frowned and 
shook his head, but as he afterward re­ 
marked, “Something told me that when 
Kellar demanded and ate that pie the 
robust American had triumphed over 
death, and victory was ours it we worked 
for it.” Up to this date there had been 
no treatment with a cure in view. It 
seemed too hopeless. But now that re­ 
action had set in, curative measures were 
started at once. Some pus began to show 
underneath the skin and in the blisters, 
demonstrating that suppuration had be­ 
gun and the time had come for the re­ 
moval of any and everything which ob­ 
structed the free exit of the pus. To 
take off the first dressing was no simple 
task.The cotton had become gummed up with 
the linseed oil mixture and in many places 
closely adhered to the 
skin; 
the 
weak condition of the patient prohibited 
the use of cocaine or other local anesthet­ 
ics impossible. So with scissors and knives 
the surgeon went to work, as tenderly as 
steady hands could, to remove the dress­ 
ings, and after three hours of the most 
tiresome clipping and shipping, here and 
there a piece being dissected away from 
the skin, the task was accomplished. The 
surgeon ordered a diet of milk and cream 
with eggs and other light food. 
After two days’ rest the dressing was 
again changed, this time with much less 
trouble to both patient and surgeon, and 
again on the fourth day. By this time 
the old skin, which had been cooked until 
there was no chance of its surviving,began 
to loosen from the flesh beneath and had to 
be removed. Five days were consumed 
by this operation, four hours each day be­ 
ing spent with the forceps, scissors and 
scalpel removing this skin layer by layer. 
One can only half imagine the agony of 
this operation, there being no means of 
deadening the pain. Probably not since 
the days of the Inquisition hassuch torture 
been endured, and to-day Wesley Kellar 
enjoys (?) the distinction of being the only 
man living who has been flayed alive. 
The raw surfaces, as fast as the skin was 
removed, were dressed with an iodoform 
mixture, and carefully wrapped in soft 
bandages. The dead skin removed, some­ 
thing had to be found to supplant it. To 
permit the surface to become covered with 
one huge scar would never do, as this 
would prevent all perspiration, and the 
functions of the skin being forced upon the 
kidneys and other internal organs, would 
soon so overtax them that death would re­ 
sult. Fortunately, numerous small points 
which had by good fortune escaped the 
general destruction of skin were discov­ 
ered, and these served as nuclei for the 
growth of new skin. But still there were 
large areas which could not possibly be 
covered by any power within the patient 
himself. External agencies were neces­ 
sary. In a recent case of severe burning 
Ln one of the New York hospitals the at­ 
tending surgeon had succeeded in making 
the sking of a frog grow to the body of the 
patient, and in this way had produced a 
new growth of skin over a large surface, 
which, but for the operation, must have 
been one huge scar, a disfigurement and an 
interference in the movement of the 
muscles. After some investigation into 
the subject Dr. Perry concluded to adopt 
this crurse in Kellar’s case. Boys were 
sent out to capture good healthy repre­ 
sentatives of the gay and festive batrach- 
ian, the fish markets were searched, but 
the frog never seemed so scarce as just 
then when he was most needed. 
Finally some friends at South Bend were 
pressed "into the service, the celebrated 
swamps of that locality were drawn upon, 
and frogs galore were captured. In a day 
or two a crate of large two-pounders was 
installed in the doctor’s office. In trans­ 
planting the skin to the body great care 
had to be used. The skin to be trans­ 
planted must be perfectly clean, and the 
surface on which the skin is to be placed 
has also to be rendered as innocent as pos­ 
sible of all agencies deleterious to the 
grafting of the skin. To do this the frog 
is first washed over with water containing 
an active germicide and then placed in 
pure water to await his fate. The man’s 
body is tenderly washed with clean warm 
water, then with peroxide of hydrogen, 
which destroys pus by decomposing it. 
Its action is effervescent, and the washing 
is repeated until effervescence ceases, a | 
sign that the surface is fre e from pus. Then • 
a weak solution of corrosive sublimate is J 
used to kiil all the bacteria, and other dis­ 
ease germs which might cling to the sur- 
lacc.

pared, Mr. Frog is brought out, and with 
a quick snip of the scissors the spinal cord 
is severed at the back of the neck, thus 
de^troving all sensibility to pain. Then 
the loóse )iearij " h :te skin from over the 
abdomen is quickly removed and placed Stl ’ 
a dish of warm water which has been 
boiled for half an hour, and to which a 
few drops of the corrosive sublimate solu­ 
tion have been added. The skin is now 
thoroughly (.leani-ed and cut up into small 
pieces about one-tenth of an inch square. 
Everything being now ready, all dressings 
and bandages at hand for immediate use, 
the surface to be covered is given a final 
washing and the hits of skin are laid on 
one at a lime, each with the inner surface 
in appositiou to the hotly. Finely pow­ 
dered iodoform is dusted over the surface, 
and the various dressings and bandages ap­ 
plied, thus sealing the graft up tightly 
from outside impurities. 
At the end of two or three days, if all is 
well, the dressings are removed and the 
surface is examined. If the work has 
been successful, some of the pieces of the 
skin will have grown last to the body, and 
so formed nuclei from which the granula­ 
tions radiate and grow, until finally the 
intervals between them become filled in 
with normal skin. Even under the best 
of circumstances seldom over one-third or 
one-fourth of the grafts take root, so if any 
reasonable number of them live the oper­ 
ation may be regarded as a success. Dr. 
I’erry made forty-two of these operations 
upon Kellar, out of which ten were suc­ 
cessful. As this is the first time the ex­ 
periment has been tried outside the New 
York hospitals, and with half the advin- 
tages which those institutions have, the 
doctor lias reason to feel proud of his work. 
The skin of a negro has been grafted on 
the body of a white man, and vice versa. 
The eye of a rabbit lots been transplanted 
into tne human socket. But in all these 
cases the grafts come from warm-blooded 
animals; to make parts of a cold-blooded 
animal grow upon the body of a warm­ 
blooded animal is infinitely more difficult. 
Indeed, it is strange that it can be done 
at all, as their bloods are entirely different, 
both as to corpuscles and fluid constituents. 
Kellar lived through his three flays by 
careful nursing and treatment, and through 
the two weeks, after which he recovered 
rapidly. To-day he is walking about the 
streets of Indianapolis— '.he only man 
perhaps in the world who has been boiled 
and skinned alive, and who has frog skin 
where he once wore his own.

DRAINAGE AN IMPOETANT MATTEE AT 
THE PEESENT TIME. 


Bcaly Leg* and V erm in—Packing F ruit— 
Figures A bout Fggs— M ongers— 
F arm Motes. 


It is well known that if a vessel is full 
of water no air can enter therein. Water 
is also a conductor of heat, and its pres­ 
ence in the soil largely conduces to the.de­ 
gree of heat or cold to which the land 
reaches under certain conditions. Plants 
require moisture, but will not thrive if the 
land is wet, because the excess of moisture 
prevents the warmth from reaching the 
roots. To render the land warm, dry and 
adapted to the production of crops, the 
water in the soil must l>e reduced below 
its usual level. As the water in the soil 
must be lowered to an extent to permit 
horses to tread on the land, and as open 
ditches are obstructions and entail expense 
in repairs and cleaning, the only correct 
method of draining land is by tiles placed 
under the ground and at a depth sufficient 
to carry oil the water at all seasons. It is 
not necessary to explain the manner in 
which tiles are placed in the ground for 
purposes of drainage, as it is very simple 
and also familiar to nearly all farmers; but 
the majority of farmers do not view the 
matter from a standpoint of economv. The 
cost of the tiles, the placing of them .in 
position and the labor in general over­ 
shadows the great advantages gained. The 
object here is to point out the fact that 
tile drainage brings under cultivation land 
that would otherwise be of no value. 
Heat and air in the soil are essential to 
plant growth. The air exerts an influence 
in breaking down combinations in supply­ 
ing oxygen, while beat hastens and pro­ 
motes all chemical processes. As the water 
is compelled, by its weight and other nat­ 
ural influences due to gravity, to escape by 
the nearest outlet, it is carried off by the 
drain tiles very rapidly, and it is impos­ 
sible for the water to again remain near the 
surface after the land is ODce opened for 
cultivation. As the water in the cold soil 
descends the air follows, and the earth be­ 
comes dry, and consequently more porus. 
The escape of the water causes a vacuum, 
which is immediately filled with air, and 
warmth is carried wherever the air enters. 
The soil, which was before saturated with 
stagnant water, is now rendered friable, 
and the moisture which reaches the plants 
is fresh from the clouds, carrying oxygen 
and heat, the roots going down into the 
sub-soil in search of moisture during dry 
seasons, which the drained and porous soil 
retains, although the excess is carried off. 
The air also enters from below, through 
the drain pipes, and not only a dry soil is 
obtained bv drainage, but the land can be 
cultivated early in the season, is easily 
warmed after the spring begins, and in a 
single year may, with a suitable crop, pay 
the entire cost of drainage.— Philadelphia 
Record. 
SCALY LEGS AND VERMIN. 
A writer in the American Poultry World 
gives the following remedies and modes of 
trsatment: 
For the former I use nothing hut coal 
oil. Take a tin vessel about six inches in 
depth and diameter, till it to within one 
inch with the oil, place it on a chair, 
bench or box, take your fowls, one at a 
time, from the perch, immerse both legs up 
to the hock joint in the oil, and let them 
remain there for a few minutes; then re­ 
move the fowl to its place, take the next 
and proceed m same manner, until all 
have had a foot hath. Two applications 
are generally sufficient. This is cheap, 
simple and effective, and can he applied 
when the common day's labor is finished. 
For the latter, sulphur is recommended 
in all poultry works, and there is nothing 
better that I have found, if applied rightly. 
Some take the pulverized sulphur and 
dust the fowl all over, others mix it with 
lard and anoint the whole hen, set her on 
valuable eggs, and then growl and even 
assert that the eggs purchased of Mr. So- 
and-So were of no account, and will not 
hatch, and that he (the seller) ought to be 
exposed as a swindler, etc. Again, others 
sprinkle it in the nest and find that it 
amounts to about the same as if they had 
sprinkled the same amount of road dust 
there, only it costs a little more. 
In my experience I have found that the 
best way to exterminate this pest is by 
fumigation with sulphur. The fumes will 
not only kill the lice, but also the thou­ 
sands of nits. Take a barrel with both 
heads out, cut a slot about six inches deep 
from top down and one inch wide, and 
another hole ensugh to admit your arm, to 
one side, about ten inches from the former; 
set the other end of the barrel on three 
bricks, place your right hand through the 
hole made for it, have your assistant hand 
you the fowl, grasp it by the legs with the 
hand, and with the left pass its head 
through and down the dot, next have 
your assistant cover the top of barrel with 
a blanket, and also the slot above the 
fowl’s head ; then have him get a shovel 
of hot coals on which are thrown about 
two spoonsful of sulphur, place it quickly 
under the barrel and let it remain there 
for a few minutes; then with your right 
hand raise the fowl and you can take it 
out without inhaling the fumes, and all is 
done. 
SOME FK ilK ES ABOUT EGGS. 
American imports of eggs, mostly from 
Canada, for the fiscal year ending with 
last June, amounted to 15,062,890 dozen, 
and the ex erts to Europe 548,750 dozen, 
gays the Chicago Tribune. Either the 
consumption has decreased or there must 
have been an increase of industry by the 
domestic hen over that of the twelve 
months next preceding. 
The imports for 
that year were 15,918,859 and the exports 
380,884. For the last named period Den­ 
mark and Germany contributed 305,469 
and China 126,300 dozen, the latter com­ 
ing for use by Chinese residents of the 
Pacific slope.’ About all the rest came 
from Canada, half of them being entered 
at Buffalo and Niagara. An egg train 
once a week from Ogdensburg, distributing 
the product through New England, is 
regular feature of the trade. The I nited 
States census of ten years ago showed 
home production of 457,0010,000 dozen 
eggs, which, with the imports, gives an 
average per capita consumption of 111 
eggs. If this rate be preserved the home 
production for the present year will be

590 millions of dozens from 152,000,000 
fowls. 
The computation for this con­ 
sumption includes the unknown number 
which were organized into chickens, so 
that the average of nearly one egg every 
three davs for every man, woman and 
child in the United States will lie reduced 
by the quantity taken for incubation. 
Thu is more than double the egg con­ 
sumption of Great Britain, that being 51 
eggs per capita, reckoned on the same 
basis. The production of that country is 
set down as 85,000,000 and the imi>orts as 
110,000.000 dozen. 
Ireland has nearly 
half the number of fowls, with only one- 
sixth the population of Britain. 
PACKING FRUIT. 
We call the attention of fruit and vege­ 
table growers to the following taken from 
the Country Gentleman. Cut it out and 
memorize it: The first and most important 
requirement is honesty ; the second, care­ 
ful grading. Under the first head do not 
put the handsome specimens at the top of 
the package and the poor ones below, fac­ 
ing it for the purpose of deceiving the 
purchaser. Good specimens may be used 
for facing, provided all below are equally 
good. Grading is important, making each 
package uniform in quality. The largest 
specimens go into No, 1 package; those 1 


medium in size into No. 2; while No. 3 
should not be sent to distant markets, but 
kept at home for feeding animals or for 
evaporating. The second size should not 
be mixed with the largest, nor the larger 
with the smaller. A package composed 
wholly of medinm-sized fruit will sell bet­ 
ter than if a few large ones are mixed 
through it, for the few large ones will spoil 
the appearance of the smaller by contrast. 
PLANTING POTATOES. 
If the coming season could only be fore­ 
known it would be much easier to make 
exact rules for the best ways of conducting 
farm operations. 
It is generally agreed 
that in times of drouth, or on land subject 
to it, potatoes planted four, five or even six 
inches deep, thrive better and sutler less 
than those planted at shallower depths. 
It has been our practice to regulate depth 
of planting largely by the condition of the 
ground at planting time. If the soil is 
cold and wet we do not cover so deeply as 
we do later in the season. Yet nine times 
out of ten, the only evil that ever befell 
the potatoes came from drouth. Even the 
very early potatoes may often suffer from 
too shallow planting, while we never knew, 
except in one or two cases, on heavy, un­ 
drained ground, potatoes to be injured by 
too deep planting. Of course, deep planting 
alone is not sufficient to insure a crop, but 
it is a powerful aid to good cultivation. If 
the potato set be in the ground deeply, the 
harrow may be used freely to destrov 
weeds before the top appears above the 
surface. Besides, with deep planting there 
is not the need or apparent need of piling 
earth around the hills, or, as it is usually 
called “hilling up,” to keep the potatoes 
from “burning.” The tubers will not al­ 
ways set as deeply as the seed is planted, 
but they will not grow out of the ground 
and turn green in the sud, as they usually 
do when planted shallow and hilled up.— 
Coleman's Rural World. 
MANGERS. 
Fixed and permanent mangers, as a gen­ 
eral rule, save time and labor in feeding 
stock. All animals should have low man­ 
gers, otherwise the muscles of the neck be­ 
come stiff or contracted by the non-use of 
natural exercise. This is most readily ob­ 
servable in race-horses and stallions which 
are confined in stalls. For such a tub or 
box should be used, and removed from the 
stall immediately after feeding. Bat the 
special advantage of a movable feed trough 
is found in the case of animals which have 
a discharge from the nostrils, as the soiled 
feed vessels can be more readtlv and com­ 
pletely cleansed. Horses long confined in 
cities, whose working lives are spent in se­ 
vere confinement in cramped stalls with 
high hay-racks and feed-hoxes, when, from 
lameness or injury, they are sent in the 
country to pasture tor recovery or recupera­ 
tion, suffer severe pain in grazing. If this 
is not soon discovered the horse is returned 
to the owner in a half-starved condition, 
and the poor beast is a fit subject for the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals.—American Agriculturist. 
APPLES FOR COWS. 
A Lameille county (Yt.) correspondent 
of the Rural Xew Yorker writes: “My 
father and myself have fed apples to milch 
cow 5 for many years, and have never, in 
our experience, seen any ill effects from 
the practice. I think that those who 
have had trouble must have fed inju­ 
diciously—they must have given too many 
to begin with, or something of the kind. 
Cooking seems to double the value of ap­ 
ples for food. Fitting them in this way 
causea a good deal of work, but I believe it 
pays. I have stored large quantities of 
apples when I have had them, to be used 
in the early winter like roots, and I have 
always considered them as valuable as the 
latter. I have also fattened a number of 
cattle on cooked apples, and found that 
they fattened easily, and made beef of the 
very best quality. I have never fed skim 
milk to cows, using it all for hens and 
chickens. I think that sweet skim milk 
would be a good feed for cows, but have 
my doubts about sour milk and whey.” 
SALT FOR FOWLS. 
“Poultry are never to be salted. Salt 
is very injurious to them. Salted meat, 
fish, or any other salt food, rapidly kills 
them.” 
Advice similar to the above every now 
and then pops out in the papers. It is all 
bosh. We have kept fowls for years, feed 
salt two or three times a week, and have 
never been able to trace up a single death 
that was caused by the feeding of salt. 
We do not believe in a too free use of the 
article. A teAspoonful. thoroughly mixed 
in the soft food for twenty fowls, is about 
enough. 
DO NOT GREASE CHICKS. 
While grease will kill lice, it will also 
kill the chicks if used too freely. A few 
drops on the heads, necks and faces of 
chicks is sure death to lice, but some other 
remedy must be used on the body. Be­ 
cause grease has proved beneficial, when 
used in small quantities, some have been 
tempted to use more of it than is desir­ 
able, and with fatal results to both lice 
and chicks. Kerosene, when applied on 
lowls or chicks, is a dangerous remedy, as 
it irritates and blisters the skin, and 
quickly kills if too freely used. Sweet oil, 
cottonseed oil, lard oil or linseed oil are 
harmless, but even they should be used 
with judgment. 
FARM NOTES. 
Keep the onions in a cool place, and 
spread them out. Never pile them up in 
heaps. 
The sale of milk in bottles is increasing 
in popularity iu sqpre of the Eastern 
States. 
Use a little mutton tallow or vaseline 
when there are signs of the cow’s teats 
cracking. 
Plans for numbering farm houses and 
others in the country are being tried in 
some States. 
If there is anything that needs a 
thorough cleaning occasionally it is the 
water-trongh. 
While putting the tools and implements 
away do not forget to coat them with 
kerosene, as it is an excellent preventive 
of rust. 
All recent agricultural exchanges that 
refer to the practice of sulphuring fruit 
condemn it. Not one has a word to say in 
its favor. 
Germany sent to the United States last 
year beet-root sugar to the value of §16, 
000,000. Two years ago the amount was 
less than §1,500,000. 
In France a practical knowledge of gard 
ening is given in the primary schools. In 
this country the gardens of many large 
farmers are small and poor. 
If you intend putting out trees this fall 
the "ground should be made ready. No 
manure should be used, but the earth 
thrown next to the roots should be rich. 
The fine polish on the horns of show 
cattle is given by first scraping with glass 
rubbing with emorv paper, and then rub­ 
bing well with linseed or neat's-foot oil. 
How long to keep a cow depends on how 
well she is doing. Age should be given 
no consideration as long as the old cow 
does duty equal to the younger ones and 
gives a profit. 
Fences depend on the objects in view. A 
plain fence with no barbs may keep horses, 
cows and hogs confined, but to prevent the 
bull from getting out there is nothing like 
barbed wire and plenty of it. 
Begin the work of stopping up the 
cracks of the barn and outhouses. I he 
wind and fine snow will find all those that 
vou overlook, and on cold days more food 
will he required, because more cold gets in 
Chemicals for preserving milk are more 
dangerous than the impure milk.

As old geese 
are not readily salable In market, the young 
ones only should be sold. If given a good 
range, geese will cost but very little, as 
they delight in green food and iusects, and 
forage industriously. 
No animal should be guarded more care­ 
fully than the cow. She daiiy provides 
miik as an article of food, and should she 
be attacked by disease, or suffer ailment of 
any kind, the whole family may incur 
danger. It is more important to look 
after the health of the cow than to the 
health of the horse. 
In gathering squashes before severe 
frost, hear in mind tiiat their keep­ 
ing well rests very largely in the manner 
they are handled. Any which accident­ 
ally become bruised should be kept out for 
first use, and not put in with others, as 
they will surely rot and cause the others 
to decay as well. A cool, dry location is 
best for preserving over winter. 
A change from grass to dry food means 
a change in the quantity of milk, unless 
the food is varied and some succulent food, 
such as ensilage or roots, be allowed in ad­ 
dition to hay and grain*. Some cows fall 
ofi in milk when put on dry food and do 
not regain in yield until the next spring. 
Regulating the milk supply by regulating 
the food and its quality is something that 
requires judgment. 
A healthy hen needs nothing. If a 
tonic, or medicine, is required, let it he 
something simple. Give it in the drinking 
water, and in small quantities. 
Never 
compel the hens to drink or eat anything 
that they do not seem to partake with a 
relish. The simplest tonic is fresh, air- 
slacked lime in tne water, a small quantity 
only being necessary. A little salt in the 
food will also be beneficial. 
During the winter season some kind of 
absorbent material should be used on the 
floors of the poultry house and under the 
roosts. Nothing excels dry dirt for this 
purpose, and if you wish to lay in a supply 
of it, the present time is when it should he 
done. The facility with which dry dirt 
can be procured, and its low cost should he 
an inducement to have a plentiful supply 
stored away for winter use, and the pouf- 
trvman who does so will not regret it. 
Nearly all stables are made with ventil­ 
ators, or have some kinil of an arrange­ 
ment for ventilating. The matter of how 
to ventilate without allowing the warmth 
to escape, and to avoid colds from draughts 
of air, demands attention. Many animals 
contract diseases in winter by being ex­ 
posed to draughts from ventilators when 
the wind blows from certain directions. 
It is safe to claim that more victims have 
resulted from too much fresh air in winter 
than from too little. 
A single coat of spirits of turpentine or 
kerosene applied to the black knot in plum 
and cheery trees would destroy i t ; also, 
linseed oil applied with a brush in a 
similar manner two or three times would 
destroy it. In either CAse, care must he 
taken not to apply to any but the affected 
parts of the tree. It is not necessary to re­ 
move the knot when this application is 
made. Of course, the remedy should he 
used as soon as the knot or wart makes its 
appearance. The remedy is so simple that 
it deserves a trial by our fruit-growers. 
Cultivators of orchards, as a rule, fail in 
feeding their trees, by merely dumping a 
little heap of manure ar uud the base of 
each, when it should be scattered evenly 
over theentire surface as far as the branches 
extend. The roots usuallv extend at least 
branches of a large tree extend twenty 
feet 
from -the 
center, the roots 
have pushed out at least forty feet. 
>ne who grows trees should have a 
definite idea from the start as to what he 
wants in the way of a top, and then each 
year he should prune according to the 
plan. If this pruning should be neglected 
for the first few years, the tree will sufler 
from too much cutting away when the 
grower finally commences pruning. 
A 
good top can never be 
obtained 
unless it is attended from the start. 
While early spring is usually the best 
time to prune, yet there are occasions 
when the work may be done on growing 
trees, or in summer. On rich, well culti­ 
vated and manured land, the growth may 
be needlessly vigorous, and a moderate 
amount of pruning may be even beneficial; 
and in tress of less vigor light pruning to 
bring the trees into good shape may be 
quite admissible.

The capture of fifty or sixty young white 
women in, and the escape of half a hun­ 
dred others from Chinese opium jointsj 
dens of infamy, and Chinese harems in 
New York this week eclipses anything 
ever susDected, known or revealed con­ 
cerning the Chinese quarters in California 
cities. 
In the forty years of Chinese residence 
in this State nothing at all approaching 
the shameful condition of affairs in New 
York City has existed. The Chinese in 
New York scarcely number as many hun­ 
dreds as they do thousands in California. 
But the New York Chinese are not so dis­ 
tributed among the industries. In the 
main they are massed in the Chinese 
quarters, or at night there assemble. Very 
largely they pursue vocations that openly 
or under cloak contribute to the vices of 
whites. 
The Chinese character is not nearly so 
well known at the East as on this coast, 
and hence there attaches to it there some­ 
thing of the fabled romance of the Orient, 
and until the East has passed through 
such experiences as have been the fate of 
the people of the Pacific Coast, the illusion 
concerning the Chinese will not be dis­ 
pelled. It is not, therefore, after all so 
very surprising that white women at the 
East, even of the street class, should be 
drawn into the Chinese net. One may 
stand in the Chinese quarter of San Fran­ 
cisco or Sacramento for a week and not 
discover so much as one white woman upon 
the streets. At night a very few degraded 
creatures can lie discovered stealthily en­ 
tering the opium dens. But if one places 
himself at the entrance of Mott street, 
New York, from which point he can take 
its entire brief length into view, he will 
see in broad day, day in and out the week 
through, scorces of white women, many 
very handsome, many richly though 
gaudily costumed, boldly promenading the 
reeking pavements and entering and com­ 
ing out of the Chinese dens and stores, to 
which the whole street is surrendered. 
There is there no secrecy or concealment 
about the matter—the white mistresses of 
the Chinese are not only plentiful but 
bold in proclamation of their shame. 
Added to these are the classes ol women 
who seek the opium dens to gratify a mor­ 
bid and fatal appetite, and the curious who 
go to see, aud almost invariably fall. If 
in a ten years’ residence in New York— 
for that is about the pe-iod in which the 
Chinese have been so notoriously vicious 
there—such are the results of Mongolian 
contact with the |iopulation, what will it 
l>e at the expiration of the next decade? 
Just how far responsibility for the pres­ 
ent shameful condition of things in New 
York should attach to the very good but 
misguided [>eople who have encouraged 
the mingling of the two races, is a very 
interesting question. When religious so­ 
ciety applauds, as it does at the East, the 
marriage of Chinese converts—so called— 
with American women, and gives the un­ 
natural union approval, how can we ex- 
jiect women of loose morals to repel 
Mongolian embraces? The class of un­ 
fortunate white girls the police of New 
York found herding at night with Chi­ 
nese in Mott aud Dover streets may, to a 
degree that society does not fully realize, 
have been influenced to their shame by the 
example of the virtuous young women and 
matrons who have sought to teach the 
Chinamen the way to the foot of the cross. 
If white women of good standing may 
with social approval marry Chinese, and 
others with church indorsement gather 
them into classes to impart to them in­ 
struction in English, shall we cot conclude 
that other women, with loose ideas and 
weak moral defenses have thereby been 
led to view disreputable relations with the 
Chinese as not repugnant? 
It is true that such has not been the 
effect of home missionary work among 
Chinamen in California, bnt it is because 
of the great difference in conditions. Here 
the Chinese character is better understood 
and the line between the two races has 
been more sharply defined. Here even the 
most degraded of women, with now and 
then an exception, consider themselves too 
good to consort with Chinamen, and few 
ever enter their quarters in any of Califor­ 
nia cities unattended, and most of them 
even then only on gala occasions, when the 
glitter of oriental decorations and the 
strange rites of heathen ceremonial attract 
crowds of the curious. 
We must, therefore, conclude that with 


all our causes for complaint against the 
Chinese upon the Pacific Coast, we have 
not, because of their presence, suffered 
under any such degrading results as the 
briefer residence of Mongolians in New 
York have made manifest. 
It is a serious question if New York 
has not permitted the evil it now seeks to 
crush, to grow too long and freely to be 
successfully stamped out. 
It may be that 
the infamy has been so industriously sown 
and has taken such deep root that the 
authorities will find it a grave aud dotibt- 
ful task to uproot it. 
Of one thing we may rest assured, the 
revelations now made will have a strong 
tendency to reform public judgment at the 
East concerning the desirability of the 
Chinese in this country. It will be no 
response to the feeling of revolt that so­ 
ciety there will experience over the recent 
revelations, to point out that there are 
other quarters in the great metropolis just 
as foul as those of the Chinese; that there 
are other sections where as revolting 
spectacles could be exposed to public view, 
and to which Chinese have no relation. 
The existence of one infamy cannot excuse 
the toleration of another. No matter how 
debasing and horrifying the revelations 
that may he made of low life in the slums 
of great American cities, it will remain 
that the copartnership of Chinese men and 
American white women in the infamies of 
prostitution, debauchery and crime, is of 
all relations the most revolting and un­ 
natural, and will, because of natural and 
irrepressible prejudices, most turn the 
stomach of society. 
ABSOLUTE SOVEREIGNS. 
Hon. William F. Vilas was a Cabinet 
officer in Mr. Cleveland’s time. Now, in 
the State of Wisconsin, he is posing as the 
enemy of the Bennett school law. He is 
the first man of national reputation to as­ 
sume that dangerous attitude. But Colonel 
Vilas is anxious that the Democratic party 
shall share the loaves and fishes in Wis­ 
consin, and lienee, like all Democrats with 
partisanship stronger in their composition 
than a sense of exact justice, he seizes 
upon the school excitement to hoist his 
party into power. 
In a recent speech against the Bennett 
law—which is, in brief, a law requiring 
English to lie taught in certain branches 
in all schools, attendance upon which may 
be recognized as responsive to the law re­ 
quiring children to attend some school, or 
to receive instruction in certain funda­ 
mentals at least ten weeks in each year— 
he said : “If the State can say what a pri­ 
vate school shall teach it can also say what 
it shall not teach.” 
That is correct. No one will take issue 
with the ex-member of the Cleveland 
Cabinet on that score. The State does say> 
and always has said, and forever will say, 
what shall not be taught in the schools. 
It prohibits polygamic teaching in Utah» 
it inhibits the introduction of lascivious 
and other bad books ; it excludes dogmas 
of religion; it forbids political party 
teaching in the schools, and so on through 
a long list of prohibitions. 
If such power were not inherent in the 
sovereignty of the State such a thing as a 
common school system would be impossi­ 
ble. The people of Wisconsin who are 
fighting the Bennett law, aided by such 
Democrats as Colonel Vilas, are laboring 
under a monstrous error. They assume 
that there is such a thing as absolute free­ 
dom in this nation. There never was a 
greater blunder than to suppose that to 
be true. The States of the American 
union are absolute sovereigns limited only 
by the Constitutions they have created 
through the expression of the will of the 
majority. 
W ithin that restriction they 
are sovereign to do what they please. 
They are kingly without a personal King; 
imperial without an Emperor. Absolute 
power within constitutional limits is 
lodged in the State. That is to say, in the 
people constituting the State and acting 
through the voice of the majority. W ith­ 
out the repose of this sovereign power in 
the State there would be no personal free­ 
dom and could be no guaranty of liberty. 
It is only in extreme cases that the abso­ 
lute power of the State as an unimpeach­ 
able force is exerted, but that it exists and 
operates as well upon the schools as upon 
any other institutions, no one will, on re­ 
flection, denv. 


LOW POLITICS AGAIN. 
The Democratic press continues to in­ 
dulge in mud throwing at Mr. Markham 
and fills columns daily with calumnious 
charges against him, concerning alleged 
letter writing by Mr. Markham years ago, 
in which reference was made to trouble 
his fellow stockholders in a mine had ex­ 
perienced with one set of employes. 
It seems not to have sufficed that the 
candidate has given an emphatic and un­ 
equivocal denial—the Democracy continue 
to iterate the charge. It is low and despic­ 
able politics. Even were the charge true, 
it cuts no sort of figure in the issues of the 
campaign. But the insistence of the Demo­ 
cratic press and orators upon the charge, 
and its so-called “gravity,” and the at­ 
tempt to injure Col. Markham by appeal­ 
ing to class prejudices, justifies what other­ 
wise would be indefensible : That is, the 
charge, and it is undenied and accompanied 
by irrefutable proofs, that Mr. Pond, Col. 
Markham’s opponent, now is an employer 
of Chinese on a large scale and long has 
been. 
A San Francisco journal now produces 
unquestionable proof that Mr. Pond owns 
1,000 shares in, and is a Director in the 
Safety Nitro Powder Company, having its 
works near Sobrante Station, Contra Costa 
county; that the company employs Chinese 
almost exclusively, and that these em­ 
ployes are engaged by the order of the 
Directory. The Secretary of the company 
is a son of the Private Secretary of Mr. 
Pond as Mayor of San Francisco. This 
new revelation is in addition to that here­ 
tofore made, showing that Mr. Pond is one 
of the chief promoters and owners of an 
Alaskan canning concern in which the 
most of the operatives are Chinese. 
So then, if the Democracy will insist 
that years and years ago Mr. Markham 
did in a difficulty with workmen in a 
mine by a' partner approve their discharge, 
how stands it with Mr. Pocd, who long 
has been and now is an employer of cheap 
Chinese labor? While these resorts are 
of the vulgar order of campaigning, let the 
Democracy be held wholly responsible for 
them. It inaugurated the method, and 


has driven its opponents to a showing that 
' the Democratic candidate is vulnerable, 
and that they who live iu glass houses 
should not engage in the sport of throwing 
stones. 
REMARKABLE DISPATCH OF NEWS. 
The public is well aware that Postmaster- 
General Wanarnaker has wonderfully in­ 
creased the efficiency of the Postal Service, 
and that something of his business energy 
has infected the routes of the Postal 
Union also, until half around the globe 
the vitalizing influence of a clear-headed 
and pushing man of business is felt upon 
the postal routes connecting with our own. 
But we had no idea that this all-per­ 
vading influence in postal systems had so 
far operated in conserving news dispatches 
as to outstrip the telegraph. But we have 
before us the black and white proofs that 
the mail outruns the electiic current that 
feeds the news departments of some of our 
contemporaries. 
A most striking instance, and one that is 
illustrative of mauv, we find in the San 
Francisco Chronicle of Saturday last. On 
that day there appeared in that journal a 
telegraph news item of a quarter of a col­ 
umn, dated New York, October 17th, and 
indorsed “Special Dispatch to the Chroni­ 
cle.'’ So valuable did our contemporary 
deem this news item, that it was given the 
importance of a “triple head” and sensa­ 
tional display in large type. 
The story of the special, which it would 
be uncharitable to even suspect of having 
been transmitted by “grape vine,” was that 
of a German woman who navigated a 
bark for forty days, aided only by one sea­ 
man, and who brought the ship safely into 
port. Her husband, the Captain, and all 
the crew hut the one assistant ¡referred to, 
had sickened and died with the Mauritius 
fever. She was left with a child of 5 years 
to care for, and the entire responsibility of 
handling the ship for nearly six weeks, 
during which time terrific gales were en­ 
countered, and the ship was more than 
once well nigh lost. 
A graphic tale, and well told it was. 
The names of the ship and the heroine 
were given and the details recited with all 
possible dramatic effect. This romantic 
dispatch was dated New York, as stated, 
and the reader was left to infer that the 
article was news that had just reached that 
port—else why should it have been tele­ 
graphed across the continent as a “spe­ 
cial?” Moreover, it is not shown by this 
veracious “dispatch” into what “haven of 
safety” the brave woman navigated the 
ship. True, it is stated that the vessel 
left Mauritius for Melbonrne, and it is told 
at the close that Mrs. Mainders, who is 
only 27 years of age, brought the ship into 
“a haven of safety.” The average reader 
would naturally conclude that it was some 
port near to this continent, and not Mel­ 
bourne, from which the news was for­ 
warded to New York, where the wide­ 
awake reporters and specials gathered it 
in and flashed it across the continent to 
stir the sympathies of Californians. 
Unfortunately, however, for the in­ 
tegrity of the “special” as a dispatcli and a 
sensation in the way of enterprise in se­ 
curing lresh news, the LTnited States and 
the English mails outstripped the wire 
used in forwarding the item. The identi­ 
cal story, word for word, excepting only a 
single short sentence—as shown later on— 
was first published in the Melbourne, Aus­ 
tralia, papers, as into that port Mrs. 
Margherita Mainders piloted the ship.

On the 9th of < Ictober the Chicago Inter­ 
Ocean clipped it from the London paper 
and printed it. On the 14th of October 
an exchange editor of the Becorij-Union 
scissored it from the Inter-Ocean and put it 
aside for use as miscellany. On the 18th 
of October it apjieared in the San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle, as stated, as a special tele­ 
graphic dispatch from New York. 
It must be confessed that the natural 
impulse, restrained however by charitable 
disposition, was to say that the “dispatch,” 
like many another of the kind, never 
came from New York, but was given to 
print in San Francisco by the aid of such an 
agency as that which severed it from the 
columns of the Inter-Ocean in the R ecord- 
Union office. This uncharitable impulse 
was not a little fortified by the singular fact 
that this ungraceful and peculiar sentence, 
showing what the “safe haven” was, was 
omitted from the “special 
It remains to be noted that the good people of 
Melbourne have determined that the suffering 
of a widow and a woman shall be lightened by 
all the ways that are within tüe working of 
humans. 
Of course, the omission was not the re­ 
sult of design in order to make the “dis­ 
patch” a better “special,” but was due to 
the good judgment of the shrewd editor 
who clothed the summer-old story with 
the freshness of news, for he realized what 
a marvelously-constructed sentence it is, 
that a widow must perforce he a woman, 
and that the “working of humans” is 
something past finding out, even by use of 
underground wire news dispatch methods. 
This instance of the mail outstripping 
the telegraphic service is recited not, of 
coarse, to cast even the shadow of a sus­ 
picion upon the ways that are dark by 
which telegraphic news is sometimes, in­ 
deed oftimes, manufactured for mammoth 
and sensational sheets. On the contrary, 
the sole purpose of the recital is to prove 
how greatly Mr. IVanamaker and the for­ 
eign I’ostmasters-General have improved 
the postal service. 


M rs. L eb an d S ta n fo rd has placed in 
St. Paul’s Church in this city a beautiful 
memorial window, in memory of her de­ 
ceased son, who was born in Sacramento. 
The beautiful and costly structure of 
stained glass, liearing allegorical figures 
richly worked out, was completed yester­ 
day. 
W ithin an hour after its completion, 
and in broad daylight, some one, con­ 
cealed in a barn near by, threw a large 
stone through one of the finest panels of 
the beautiful window. 
Almost imme­ 
diately he cast a second stone. While 
the evidences justify either belief—that 
the act was purposeful or that it was mere 
mischance—we are prone to believe it 
was the latter. For no possible motive 
can he conceived of for willful breaking 
of the window. Mrs. Stanford is uni­ 
versally respected and loved here, and her 
gift of the window to the church has been 
on all sides commended. That any one 
could be so low in moral sensitiveness, so 


wickedly mean and maliciously devilish 
as to crush the window purposely, no one 
is willing to believe. 
In Europe the beautiful church win­ 
dows have remained for hundreds of years 
and taken no harm. Not even in the mo6t 
troublous times has anyone raised his hand 
to destroy them. When cruel war rages 
and armies march to de battle in the 
cities, no shot is purposely cast into these 
splendid works of art. The most detestable 
enmity among men in the trying times of 
religious persecution has rarely prompted 
them to such deeds. Wicked mischiev­ 
ousness has not in this city led men 
or boys to such an act. One would as 
soon think of a sane person entering the 
dwelling places of the dead and tearing 
down the stone records placed by loving 
hands over buried affection. 
It must, therefore, be concluded that the 
affair was accidental, and that no one has 
purposely put the shame upon the city of 
malicious assault upon the fine art work 
referred to. 


“W e ll, have wages been raised?” ex­ 
claim the Democratic orators on the Calir 
fornia stump. Was anything ever more 
absurd? If, as one speaker has put it, it 
rains in Abyssinia, shall we expect the 
Nile to raise immediately, in its delta? 
Can any one but a Democratic orator sum­ 
mon courage to charge that the Republi­ 
can party ever claimed that the passage of 
a revenue bill would cause the employers 
in the land to call in their employes and 
present them every week with an extra 
number of coins? The Republican party 
has treated revenue reform with a view to 
effects; one of these, it has claimed, will 
be to protect home industry, develop home 
productive capacity and cut off the un­ 
equal competition between American well- 
paid aud European poorly-paid labor.

The vibrations of 
the diaphragm are made ti record on a 
fatty film, which, being hardened, may 
be used for the reproduction of the sounds. 
It would appear, though the telegraphic 
accounts of the invention are meager, that 
the record bearing disk operated in a tele­ 
phone transmitter may be made the means 
of transmitting the sounds of the voice by 
wire. 
Independently, it seems to be the 
phonograph over, and differing from it 
only in the character of the record plate, 
which is made permanent, instead of 
temporary, and on the greater strength 
and clearness of the sounds. If this is all 
that is in it, it will be auxiliary only to 
the phonographic patent which the Edi­ 
son Company holds.

KBS. STANFORD'S BEAUTIFUL MEMO­ 
RIAL Window sm ashed. 


Just as It Wag Com pleted an Unknown 
M iscreant Hurls Two Stones 
Through It. 


On Thursday the R ecord-Ujíiok con­ 
tained a description of the beautiful memo' 
rial window just placed in St. Paul’s Epis­ 
copal Church in this city, and which was 
to be unveiled to-morrow with special 
services. The window, as stated at the 
time, is the gift of Mrs. Senator Stanford, 
and was given in the name of her deceased 
•son, Leiand Stanford, Jr. 
This beautiful work of art was yesterday 
shattered by the act of some miscreant who 
is not fit to live in a civilised community. 
Yesterday afternoon, as John Mallon, 
the artist who made and placed the win­ 
dow in the church, was standing not 
far away from It, he heard a crash. 
Turning in that direction he saw a stone 
(the second one) emerge from an aperture 
above the door in a barn on the side of the 
alley opposite to the end of the church 
containing the window, and go plump 
through the beauliful work of art on which 
he had exnended so much labor, and 
which had cost its donor a large sum of 
money. 
Before the ambushed miscreant who 
threw the missiles could hurl another Mr. 
Mallon gave the alarm, and Rev. Mr. von 
Herrlich, rector of the church, and others 
ran to either end of the building whence 
the stones were thrown to head off the 
author of the mischief. 
The barn is a portion of a continuous 
building running through from J street to 
the alley—the building occupied by Dlers- 
sen ii Christianson as a grocery store, vege­ 
table and poultry market, etc." The prem­ 
ises were searched, but no person was 
found therein other than the employes of 
the establishment. 
An inspection of the window revealed a 
hole in one of the panels a few inches from 
the central figure of the design—the angel 
bearing a child toward the earth. Had the 
missile struck a few inches farther to the 
right, the figure of the angel would have 
been ruined. As it was. the stone went 
through the drapery that floated about the 
figure, which injury can be repaired by 
doing that portion of the work over again 
.and inserting a panel. 
The other stone was not so well aimed, 
it having struck near the side of the frame 
and well toward the top, entirely outside 
the figure. Both stones were afterward 
found inside the church. They were each 
nearly as large as an ordinary baseball. 
CaptaiD Lee and several police officers 
were called, and a thorough search was 
made of the building whence the stones 
were thrown, but no person was found who 
was thought to be so malicious as to com­ 
mit such an outrageous act of vandalism. 
The proprietors ol the building evinced 
the deepest regret at what had occurred, 
and expressed a willingness to contribute 
money toward ferreting out the perpetra­ 
tor of the dastardly deed. 
The police found tracks on the dusty 
ground floor of the barn, such asa person 
would have made in bracing himself to 
hurl the stones. The tracks were either 
those of a man or of a good-sized lad gen­ 
erously supplied in the matter of feet. 
Just what motive could have impelled 
any person—old or young—to commit such 
an act, it is not easy to conjecture. If 
malice, who or what was the object there­ 
of' If it were the result of mere mischief 
on the part of some boy, why had he 
selected that new and beautiful work of 
art on which to test his skill as a pitcher of 
stones? And why had he not been prac­ 
ticing all these years on the stained-glass 
windows in other portions of the edifice? 
There are all sorts of theories afloat as to 
the probable motive of the author of the 
mischief, and if the detectives do not suc­ 
ceed in solving the mystery it will not be 
ttjough any lack of assistance from the 
public.

It seems that a 
Mrs. Taylor, who is employed there as 
chambermaid, had separated from her hus­ 
band, one Ed Taylor, because of bis alleged 
intemperance and ill-treatment of her. 
From what could be learned, it appeared 
that Taylor went to the house yesterday 
and began abusing his wife, when the pro­ 
prietress ran to the latter’s assistance. 
Taylor, it is said, snatched upa razor and 
made a sweep at the intruder, inflicting a 
slight injury on her arm.

WITHOUT RESULT. 


E ds. R ecord U n io n : I had fondly 
hoped that the .proposition to empty the 
debris out of the bed of the Sacramento 
river into the lowlands of its border would 
be hailed with delight; that the tules 
would echo to the river; that the bay would 
resound tbe joy to the mountains; that 
cities would wave their dampened locks 
from possible submergence and shout a 
happy deliverance. 
But, to my surprise, the thing is still­ 
born. Yet, I believe I should not have 
been surprised. Engineers have traversed 
the stream with level and plum, and have 
heaved the lead, with "mark twain!” 
“seven feet!” “five and a-half!” and so on, 
according to the measured depth. Senators 
and Representatives have ascended the 
stream, reporting muddy, shallow depths, 
ending in clear stream and twenty feet, and 
all with no ripple of excitement following. 
But we know that deep down in the hearts 
of the mountain and plain, river and bay, 
and far off communities there beats a pulse 
of intense interest in this question. 
I have never seen from any of these truly 
distinguished officers any other than k 
proposition of dredging, which, so far as I 
have seen, always ended in the propo­ 
sition. Not one inch beyond this did tbe 
light shine that gave existence to it. It 
probably always meant to stir the debris 
and send it down stream to the bays, and, 
if possible, to the ocean. 
Ii is true that when Sacramento first 
awoke to the fact that our river front was 
being shallowed, a distinguished citizen 
said it could be remedied by dredging, but 
would cost five million dollars, at fifty 
cents per cubic yard, to do it. But even be, 
so far as I know, never found a place to de­ 
posit the removed debris. 
It is further true that an inventor during 
the civil war owned a river plow on the 
lower Mississippi river which was destroyed 
or lost; and that it has been proposed to 
make another for use here, which would 
cut a channel forty feet wide, four or six 
feet deep, and run six miles an hour, de­ 
positing the debris on the sides of the 
streams, not removing it from it. 
If any other way of disposing of this ob­ 
struction has been suggested I have not 
seen it in print. There has been proposi­ 
tions to cut canals, raise and strengthen 
levees, straighten bends of the streams, 
build second outer levees to carry the over­ 
flowed waters and to enlarge the mouth of 
the streams. Doubtless some of these will 
be adopted and subserve the great purposes 
of reclamation, defense against overflow, 
and largely in clearing the river channel, 
but not the boy channels. 
B ut I have proposed to m ake an arti­ 
ficial outlet for the debris, and sim ultane­ 
ously stir the bottom w ith num erous 
dredgers, river plows, a hydraulic m onitor 
that shall send these accum ulations, thick 
as m ud, into the tules, lakes and unre- 
claim able places where their presence is 
Deeded. 
The. idea is not wholly new. I have 
spoken to many citizens for twentv years 
in favor of the constant use of a small boat, 
between our city and the mouth of the 
Feather river, tbat would stir up the mud 
and send it below us, keeping the stream of 
good depth for that distance and on our 
river front. 
This much only is wholly new—to open 
the levee and bank by the best mechanical 
skill, with special view to its quick and 
successful closure; and then, by machines, 
possibly not yet invented, attached to *he 
prow of steamers, stir the debris, and restir 
it, industriously, till the channel was the 
proper depth. 
If all parties interested would write out 
their sanctions and objections, some data 
would accumulate upon which an opinion 
for or against the proposition could be in­ 
telligently formed. 
8ome of these notions sought are not con­ 
fined to engineering and officials, and in 
their absence must be anticipated. The 
very first that has suggested itself to my 
mind is this: Is this debris a desirable 
ingredient to add to tale or overflowed 
land ? If it is known to be injurious, or if 
its effect is doubtful, the owners of the land 
would effectually object. To raise the land 
is very desirable, but if the land is rich 
enough without added material, and if it 
can be reclaimed in its present situation, 
there may be objections to any change or 
additions. 
These matters must be passed upon by 
those who own the land and in tbe light of 
the kcowledge they have and can have. 
They must consider whether the carrying 
capacity of tbe river, increased by dredging, 
and therefore contributing to safety from 
overflow, will work so far to the benefit of 
the land as at once to gain their sanction 
to the operation. 
The adobe lands wherever found are 
benefited, so far as I have inquired, by the 
admixture of debris. There are such lots 
in our city, and they are doubled in their 
producing power by debris additions. On 
lands in our suburbs that have been over­ 
flowed and received these deposits the testi­ 
mony is universal and emphatic in favor of 
this deposit. An owner of land just out­ 
side the I’aine break asserts that his land 
has been benefited by the debris deposit. 
Much of the land about Nelson, Biggs 
and vicinity is adobe, and is difficult to 
work, and a’ one time was considered 
worthless, but by culture when in season 
(moist) it has proven to be of the very best. 
There is no doubt that this land is of the 
same character as other lands made by de­ 
posits, and would be workable at all sea­ 
sons if mixed; with other soils. Some 
of the land of our reclaimed islands is so 
very loose that debris would make it much 
more cnltivatable 
But there are many 
lakes, sloughs, pockets and low tules tbat 
will always be free from objections, if there 
shonld be some found, to more elevated 
lards. 
I have thought of one reason why this 
method may have created no greater inter­ 
est. The people of California are not suf­ 
ficiently acquainted with asphaltmfi to 
weigh its merits. We know of it in street 
improvements and pavements about trade 
centers in large cities, better than in any 
form of use. 
So far as I have seen, no one has adver­ 
tised this material as a facing for levees but 
theVentura Asphalt Company. Thiscom- 
pany has not given, or at least advertised 
the success of it in this field. But seeing 
with clear eyes its adaptability, they know 
what its success will be, and proceed to its 
manufacture, and count the cost, and even 
ask for opportunities of work. 
When tbe material shall be needed for 
so important a purpose an opportunity of 
proving its adaptability will be given and 
its strength and impenetrability by water 
shown and its indestructibility proven. 
This statement is made on my own re­ 
sponsibility and not in consultation with 
this company—except that I have learned 
from it that they are prepared for manu­ 
facturing the blocks of asphalt — for 
cementing these together and that they 
can place them on levee fronts for 7 cents 
per square foot. They have proposed to 
face me levees of this "city with this ma. 
terial at that price, and even to make a 
new levee with such a facing for less than 
our own levee cost us. 
The success of artificial crevasses will. I 
hope, and confidently believe, so deepen 
the channel of the Sacramento and Ameri­ 
can rivers as even to make tbe present 
levee useless—even as they were before the 
Sacramento was shallowed, and tbe de; 
sions of our high-water mark hire, and 
especially at Snodgrass Slough, will give 
enough fall to our drainage canal to secure 
city drainage.

‘Among those found around the bosses’ head­ 
quarters last night, waiting for their mouey aud 
orders, were the following: ‘Big Neck 8mith, a 
noted bruiser, who claims to have a vote iu this 
city; Ned Foster, who at one time ran the Elite 
Theater; a man by the name of Percie, who 
some two years ago murdered a young man iu a 
low dive on the corner of becond aud I. streets: 
Tom McClellan, a race horse driver, why years 
o was ruled off the track for crookedness, aud 
ho is a well-mown San Francisco bum; — 
Fitzgerald, a ward striker from the slums or the 
bay; Tarpey, a typical bruiser; Jimmy Leonard, 
a well-known rough; ‘Divvy’ Bragg, another of 
the same ilk. aud Jimmy Dwyer, who used to 
figure iu the criminal records m this city. A 
score or more of such Cittle might be given to 
show what kind of material the l»osses are im­ 
porting in order to capture the election in this 
way from respectare, citizens.

M IL IT A R Y C R IT IC ISM S. 


A n A rm y O fficer D iscu sses th e R e c e u t 
E n g lish In s u b o rd in a tio n s. 


N ew Y o r k , October 24th.— A gentleman, 
who stands high in the department of the 
army, talks with some vigor of the recent 
disclosures of insubordination and rebellion 
in the English army. 
"It is all well enough,” he said, "for 
careless correspondents and critics to make 
light of the doings of tbe Grenadier Guards 
and of the riot of the past day or two in 
the East Surrey regiment. But these things 
are alarming indications of conditions in 
the British army which will be taken ad­ 
vantage of promptly in the W ar Offices of 
France, Germany, Austria and Russia. 
“ When two of the crack regiments re­ 
volt against orders for foreign service with­ 
in a few months, and are subsequently or­ 
dered away in disgrace and punishm ent, it 
indicates that the general structure of the 
British army is in a decidedly precarious 
condition. 
If any 
Russian, 
Austrian, 
Italian or French regiment should make 
such an exhibition of cowardice and revolt 
it would be punished at once in the most 
sum mary m anner and an investigation of 
tbe entire military system ordered at oace. 
W hen I say punished, I mean the men, 
both of rank and tbe line, would have 
been in prison, put on hard food and other­ 
wise degraded. 
The result of the mistake 
in treating the riots of the Grenadier 
Guards is that the East Surrey regiment 
has followed exactly in their footsteps, and 
there seems to be as much m audlin senti­ 
mentality over this collection of loutish war­ 
riors as there was over the Grenadiers. I 
wonder what the present representatives of 
England’s once invincible body of soldiers 
would say if they were ordered to such 
duty as our men have to perform on the 
plains and in the extreme Northwest.”

P ittsburg October 24th.—A sensation 
was created to-day in iron and steel circles 
by the announcement that the Philadel­ 
phia G as Company bad decided to discon­ 
tinue supplying natural gas to the pud­ 
dling furnaces for fuel. There are 1,000 
puddling furnaces in the city and over half 
of them will be shut down as the result of 
the order. This will necessitate an enor­ 
mous expense in changing the construction 
back for the use of coal. In addition there 
wiil be heavy added cost owing to the 
higher price of coal, as most of the com­ 
panies had contracts with the gas people at 
a very low rate. 
The gas people claim that the move is 
not made on account of any scarcity in gas 
but because it can be used to much greater 
advantage in private bouses aud at much 
higher rates. 
The estimated daily consumption of nat­ 
ural gas in this city is now 500,000,000 
cffbic feet a day—equal to 25,000 tons of 
coal. 
The shutting off of gas from the furnaces 
will give an almost incredible im petus to 
the coal mining industry.

C re m a tio n In Ita ly . 
Italy justly claims to have led the re­ 
vival of cremation in Europe. 
The first 
crematory in Italy was established in 
M ilan on January 26, 1876, and on De­ 
cember 31, 1888, twenty-one communes in 
the country had crematories in constant 
operation, and twenty-one more had them 
in course of completion or in contempla­ 
tion. 
In this m atter Italy is returning to 
a usage th at belonged to her classic period, 
but from a sanitary poiut of view she was 
compelled to 
adopt 
cremation. 
Five 
years ago, out of S,25S communes, 394 had 
no cemeteries, in 274 the dead were in­ 
terred in churches or receptacles near the 
churches, and in 628 the only means of 
disposing of the corpses of the poor was to 
throw them into a common pit. 
In other 
words, the mode of burial in war, and ex­ 
cusable only on the ground of necessity, 
was the established everyday custom in 628 
Italian communes five years ago. 
W ith 
the introduction of cremation a change 
has been effected in the system of burial, 
and last year 8,008 communes had ceme­ 
teries of their own, while the common 
charnel pits had decreased from 815 in 
1885 to 287.
